Failure to detroy by burning or 
burying deeply ‘the carcases of ant!- 
mais that die from various, causes 
frequently’ results in 2considerable 
loss to the neglectful] party or other 
people of the district. Pigs, dogs, 
cats and carrion birds will carry in- 
fection from a carcase over the neigh- 
dorhood, may become infected them- 
selves and thereby widen the circle 
of infeatation. 

In a‘recent investigation on was 
brought to light that a\man lost 
eighty chickens from disease. He 
admitted throwing the dead chickens 
into the pens where the brood sows 
were enclosed, and having dumosd 
the cleanings from the chicken house 
in the hog yard. The sows and their 
progeny developed tuberculosis, 
which proved to be the avian type. 
A test for avian tuberculosis wag ap- 
plied ‘to the poultry Sock, “end it, too, 
was found to be infested.

On previous trips MacMillan has 
forbidden members of the party. to 
talk to each other during the day or 
at dinner’: time, and’ to keep away 
from each other as much’ as possible. 

“The isolation of that: vast region 
soon exhausts all timely resources,“ 
MacMillan. explained. “It is not 
tong before the men’ know the life 
history of cach other, that of their 
families‘and relatives and virtually 
everything else in connection» with 
the ordinary man’s life. When those 
subjects have ceased to be topics of 
conversation and. the few other 
sources have played out, the men he- 
come a bore to each other. That 
leads into an unfavorable morale. So 
we talk as little as possible and keep 
our counsel by being aloof.”

Hilly estate, consisting of several 
thousands of acres of land gnd var 
fous pieces of property in the Towns 
of Greenburg and Mount Picasant, 
Worchester County, to his son, a 
D. Rockefeller Jr, 

Tho -documont bore faternal reve. 
nue stamps to the amount’of $1,723.65 
indicating the value of the property 
transferred was” $1,733,500 . That 1: 
tho largest deed over filed In the coun 
ty, Montross sald. 

By; making this transfer Rockefeller 
saves not only soveral hundred thou 
send dollars in inheritance tax, but 
also tho Federal eure tax of more than 
$100,000. 

The date of tho transfer paper war 
not made known. 

The Rockefeller. cstate represents 
many~ purchases. of small parcels of 
land made over a period of many ycarr 
Thero are the 2,000 or moro acres ip 
the Pocantico Hills that he owned as 
long ago os 1908.
